CASPER, Wyo., Sept. 28.—Between forty and fifty per- 


sons perished in jihe wreck of Burlington passenger train No. 
30 last night, it was estimated at 11:30 o'clock today on reports 
received from private and official sdurces. Out of thirty-two 
Pullman passengers, twenty-eight are known to be safe. 


One railroad official at noon today placed his estimate of 


the dead at twentv-five.

CASPER, Sept. 28.—Arrival of daylight this morning saw 


the beginning of work toward recovery of bodies from Burling- 
ton passenger train No. 30, Casper to Denver, whidh last night 
plunged through a bridge into a raging torrent in Coal creek, 
fifteen miles east of Jasper, causing an as yet unknown death 
list of passengers.

The lowest figures placed the dead at forty. A railroad 


telegraph operator at Glenrock, near the scene of the wreck, 
and who assisted in the rescue work, said he thought the death 
list might mount up 100.

If he does not com- 
ply with the high court order, he must assume respon- 
sibility for the lawlessness \vhich may ensue.

as Governor Walton charges, he must admit that an or- 
ganization which has heretofore supposedly been an in- 
citer of disorder, has conducted itself in accordance with 
American principles far better' than those attempting to 
drive it'from the borders of the state. Much as we de- 
plore the activities of the Klan, it must be admitted that 
those supposedly under Its domination in Oklahoma have 
been acting strictly within their rights. ' They have ap- 
pealed to the courts in ordlr to assemble. 
They have 


looked to the dujy constitutes authority for every step 
they have taken. 


It is to be ardently hoped that Oklahoma has seen 


the last of the lawlessness which has disgraced it in the 
eyes of sister states, arid that reason and law will gov- 
ern from now on.

RESULTS OF DAIRYING 


The North Platte valley of Nebraska is the real 


Promised land, "flowing with milk and honey." in the 
opinion of member of the delegation from sArtt. Bluff 
county, just returned from Wisconsin, where they made 


extended study of the dairy business and purchased 


«_or-on» Holstein and Guernsey dairy cows to be dis- 
tributed among the farmers of the county. They have 
developed the sweetness in the sugar beet, and they now 
propose to have the cream. 


H. J. Wisner of the Scottsbluff Star-Herald accom- 


panied the party and he writes in a most interesting 


*n 
sixty-one 


manner of what he saw and learned in Wisconsin, all 
of which only tended to confirm him in the opinion that 
his own home valley is the most favored spot on earth. 
The farm lands In .Wisconsin are not to be compared 
with those., of Scotts Bluff county, either in soil or 
topography, while the climate is much more severe, yet 
Wisconsin suffered less from deflation than possibly any 
other state In the union. It was because the farmers of 
the state are engaged extensively in the dairy industry. 


Mr Wisner found that live stock an$ the products of 


live stock bring in S1.7 per cent of all the income of the 
farms in the state mentioned. Tn Wisconsin the crops 
are grown to feed the stock and in the dairy country 
grain elevators are almost unknown. 
The total value 


of all the crops in the state last year was $189.143,000 
and of the this, crops to the value of $131,11,7,000 were- 
fed to stock, leaving only $58,026,000 to be sold in the 
original state. 
The percentage of crops fed was corn 


95, oats, 89, barley, 84. rye, 43, wheat. 48 hay 91 and root 
crops 96. Purebred cattle increased from 124,074 1^1920 
to 139,692 in 1922. 
Hogs are also Increasing- in number. 


but not to the extent of cattle, while the sheep and horse 
population Is decreasing. 


It was found that the banks in Wisconsin are paying 


the farmers 3 per cent on time deposits and are loaning 
,-at' 6 and 6 per cent and never at a higher rate than S 
, per cent. But dairying is a worker's vocation and one 
' of the secrets of the success attending it in Wisconsin is 


that only 12.3 per cent of the farms in that state are 
operated by others than the owners. They know their 
business and they are willing to work all the year round. 
Because of these facts they have transformed a state 
with not nearly the natural advantages of Nebraska and 


A WATER BOARD. 


C. J. Guenzel, one erf .Lincoln's best known business 


men/ commends the suggestion 
put forward by City 


Commissioner William Schroeder 
for a 
nonpartisan 


board to manage the Lincoln municipal water plant. 


Mr. Guenzel points out that the duties of directing 


the municipal water plant are becoming too heavy for 
any one member o& the city commission, charged with 
other responsibilities. The advice is sound. 


Lincoln has been most fortunate in the matter of its 


water supply. Each year furnishes proof, however, that 
in a comparatively few years, a program must be formu- 
lated providing for a more adequate supply of water. If 
the city continues to grow at the same pace established 
in the last ten years, and it is only reasonable to expect 
such a growth, then plans must be made for supplying a 
city of 100,000 people with water. 
The well system is 


hardly adapted to such demands. 


Good business foresight dictates that Lincoln should 


act upon the suggestion for a nonpartisan water board 
at an early.date. There is nothing more vital to the 
proper development of a city than an adequate suppjy of 
water. There is nothing, which so seriously jeapardizes 
me property and lives of its citizens as an insufficient 
or contaminated water supply. Now is the time for Lin- 
coln to be looking ahead. Those in charge of the water 
plant should first determine whether an adequate water 
supply is to be had close at hand. If not, then the city 
faces the necessity of going a considerable distance for 
its water. 


Politics has no part in the management of the water 


plant. 


It will be admitted at the outset that the best busi- 


ness talent available should be drafted for service on the 
nonpartisan water board. The problem touches so close- 
ly on Lincoln's future welfare that the ablest men to be 
found in the community should be willing to give their 
time and attention to the water plant. 


We have tarried long enough. 
There is no better time than now to take initial 


steps for the creation of a nonpartisan water board to 
direct the management of. the city's municipal plant.

He names Lenine as the first fascist 
in recent times, who led Russia in re- 
bellion against the republic of which 
Kerensky was chief. 
Lenine, says 


Lloyd George, was "the first to sub- 
stitute force for popular election in 
a democratic state." And he traces 
the reaction against Kovernment by 
representatives chosen by the people 
as the movement that has touched 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Italy and Spain. 
He sees this reaction disturbing Ger- 
many.

culvert over Coal creek less than an 
hour before the Burling-ton pasaenger 
was due. He reported everythmg all 
right, although the stream was rising. 
About 9:10 p. m., the Denver train 
swept around a curve nnd plung-ed 
into the stream. Apparently the lo- 
comotive got clear across the culvert 
before it gave away under the heavy 
weight of the train. xThen it slipped 
back Into, the water and both engin- 
eer and firemen were killed. 


One passenger car, buried In the 
strea,m, was swept 100 yards out Into 
the I'latte river. Wyoming's largest 
stream. It is believed that. all occu- 
pants of this coach perished because 
by the time rescuers could "give any 
aid the water had completely buried 
the car as it turned over on te side.
